Pioneer School Teacher, Ann Whitney 
Massacred In 1866 By Indians 


FROM THE COMANCHE CHIEF 
JANUARY tO, I ttt 
G. H. Boynton, Editor. 
“We give this story of this 
awful massacre, just as it was 
told us by an eye witness,” says 
E. L. Deaton. 
The account of 
the 
tragedy 
was told to us by Mrs. Baggett 
whose home was attacked by the 
Indians before this tragedy. 
On July 11, 1866. the Indians 
attacked a school house on the 
Leon River in Hamilton County 
just over the Comanche County 
line on the Leon River. The chil­ 
dren were out at evening recess. 
They saw the Indians and ran 
into the school house and told 
their teacher. Miss Ann Whit­ 
ney that the Indians were com­ 
ing. She ordered them to take 
their seats, saying. “They 
are 
cowboys and will think I keep 
bad order.” The children tried 
to obey their much beloved teach­ 
er. The teacher could not be­ 
lieve that they were Indians un­ 
til she saw them cut loose a 
horse that was staked out. 
Then she exclaimed. "Oh, they 
are Indians, get away 
if you 
can." By this time the Indians 
were here. Miss Ann shut the 
door and bolted it. The children 
Jumped c> it of the window and 
went running in every direction. 
One of the Indians spoke in 
plain Ekiglish saying, “Oh, yes, 
we have caught you by your­ 
selves this time, Miaa Teacher.“ 
He then commenced shooting at 
her. but she continued to hold 
the door. Another Indian went 
to the window and called her 
to come to him. 
She replied, “H I were to go 
there, you would shoot me.“ He 
said, “No, I will not shoot you.” 
She 
left the door, 
the blood 
streaming off her fingers and 
went to about the center of the 
room. 
The Indian then began shoot­ 
ing her in I'm face with arrows. 
Some more Indians by this time 
were shooting at her from both 
sides of the house. She saw that 
death was staring her in the 
face, and said. "Kill me if you 
will, but for goodness sake, don't 
kill the children.” 
Then one Indian stepped up 
and 
held up 
her right 
hand, 
while the other Indians finished 
her. By this time all the children 
gotten away but five—Miss Mary 
Jane Manning, Lewis Manning, 
John Kuykendall and Miss Sar- 
ah Jane Kuykendall. Miss Sarah, 
who was sick at the time and 
lying 
under the 
writing 
desk, 
got 
up 
and 
ran 
around 
her 
teacher until she was shot dead. 
One Indian came into the house 
where Sarah Jane was lying. She 
picked up a bench log and said, 
"I will knock you down if you do 
not let me alone.“ 
Sarah Jane started out of the 
school 
house 
and 
the

told her not to run and if sh e1 
id he would shoot her. She ran I 
nd he shot her through the • 
rist and back. She fell and lay i 
here until the Indians left; then' 
ot up and walked to John B a g -;

bered eight men 
They did not 
trail the Indians foi more than 
ten or twelve miles as thei* dogs 
gave out and the Indians had 
scattered, so it was hard to track 
them 
As the Indians left the school 
house they attacked some trav­ 
elers by the name of Strange- 
line. They knocked two little girls 
named 
Mary 
Strangeline 
and 
Mollie 
Underwood 
off 
t h e i r 
horses. Mr. Strangeline shot one 
of the Indians in his breast. The 
Indians then turned on him and 
shot him with their guns untii 
he fell over in his wagon. Then 
the Indians ran to him and rais­ 
ed 
his arm 
and stabbed him 
with a knife as long as he would 
flinch. 
Then 
Mrs. 
Strangeline 
raised up her baby and told the 
Indians to kill th t baby first. 
They then shot Mrs. Strange ling 
through the arm the ball passed 
on through her baby's arm. 
The Indians took one of the 
lAtle girls about two miles from 
where her father was killed, and 
left her. The horse she was rid­ 
ing had a bell on. but it was 
stopped up. 
The Indians un­ 
stopped the bell and the Indians 
then turned her aloose and she 
rode off. 
The people then took her dead 
father and wounded m other and 
her brothers and sisters to the 
Howard home. Her m other heard 
the bell and recognized the sound 
of it. Some of the men went out 
and found the little girl sitting 
on the horse, which was grazing 
at leisure. They carried the little 
girl back to her mother. 
The Indians took little John 
Kuykendall with the and monihs 
later sold 
him 
to the 
Indian 
agent away up No.th. They sold 
him to the agent for four gallons 
of whiskey. But John had been 
gone so long th a t he had forgot­ 
ten how to speak English. The 
agent s wife took him in charge 
and taught him his 
alphabet. 
After he learned to speak some 
English he said th at he remem­ 
bered th a t he had 
a 
brother 
named 
Jake” and a sister call­ 
ed "Sis”. This was printed in the 
newspapers and his parents saw 
it and his father and brother 
came after him. It was eleven 
, m onths after his capture before 


his paients got him back 
During his long captivity with 
the Indians the character of his 
wild 
and 
nomadic 
surrounding 
had almost obliterated from his 
youthful and untutored minu all 
traces of his former life, but for 
the friendly interesta manifest- 
the Indian agent, the chances are 
ed in him by the good wife of 
that he never would have again 
on earth behpld the fa«e of his 
father.

Massacred In 1866 Bv Indians

•‘We give this story of this 
awful msssocre. Just ss it was 
told us by sn eye witness," says 
E. L. Deaton. 
The account of 
the tragedy 
was told to us by Mrs. Baggett 
who.se home was attacked by the 
Indians before this tragedy. 
On July 11. 1866, the Indians 
attacked a school house on the 
Leon River in Hamilton County 
Just over the Comanche County 
line on the Leon River. The chil­ 
dren were out at evening rece.ss. 
They saw the Indians and ran 
Into the school house and told 
their teacher. Miss Ann W hit­ 
ney that the Indians were com­ 
ing. She ordered them to take 
their seats, saying, 
"They are 
cowboys and will think I keep 
bad order.” The children tried 
to obey their much beloved teach­ 
er. The teacher could not be­ 
lieve that they were Indians un­ 
til she saw them cut loose a 
horse th a t was staked out. 
Then she exclaimed, “Oh, they 
are Indians, get away 
If you 
can." By this time the Indians 
were here. Miss Ann shut the 
door and bolted it. The children 
Jumped out of the window and 
went running in every direction. 
One of the Indians spoke tn 
. plain English saying. "Oh. yes, 
we have caught you by your­ 
selves this time. Miss Teacher." 
He then commenced shooting at 
her. but she continued to hold 
the door. Another Indian went 
to the window and called her 
to come to him. 
She replied. "If I were to go 
there, you would shoot me." He 
said, "NO, I will not shoot you."
